We have proven over and over 


again as well as having the theory 
substantiated by many farmers who 
have tried it on their own, that the 
best way to rid your farm of per- 
ennial thistle sow thistle is to spray 
them with 2,4-D or MCP Bster, 
Hither one is very effective but 
MCP is much more kind to the 
crop. 

If you are not concerned with the 
damage to the crop this is what I 
would advise you to do: “Borrow 
or buy yourself a hand operated

VISUALIZE BIG OIL 
AND GAS BOOM 


When Carl O. Nickle, prominent 
oil authority of Calgary, addressed 
the Canadian Weekly Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association in Regina 
last Friday, he visualized an oil 
boom in Western Canada hitting a 
peak by 1980, just twenty years 
hence, of ten times the present vol- 
ume. When he spoke of oil he in- 
cluded the natural gas industry 
Within the same radius. 

Mr. Nickle has followed Alberta's 
oil development from the Turner 
Valley field down through Leduc. 
Redwater, Pembina and all the 
present out-lying fields of produc- 
That he has accumulated 
millions for himself only accent- 
ates his ability to keenly observe 
the trends of the present day. 

It will be interesting for Alberta 
and Canada in general, if the pres- 
ent economic deficit of three hun- 
dred million in oi] and gas, is trans- 
posed into credit balance of one 
billion dollars a year. Calgary has 
cashed in on the oil developement 
in Alberta, and nearly all the ex- 
ecutive offices of the big compan- 
ies operating in the province 
located in Calgary. 

Now a new company is erecting 
a five million dollar office building 
for the oil and gas industry, in 
Calgary. The export of Natural gas 
from Alberta, which in its present 
infancy is already a multi-million 
dollar industry. is practically all 
directed from Calgary headquarters.

There is considemble doubt as 
to the extent to which the Minis- 


r ters of Agriculture themselves be- 


lieve in this new policy. Though he 


has not said so in as many words, | 


there is plenty of evidence that 
Federal Minister Harkness is wor- 
ried about the ultimate result of his 
price support policy, and whether 
it will be possible to continue giv- 
ing the farmers the price supports 
they want without having to im- 
pose on them the production con- 
trols which they don’t want. 

The late Thomas L. Kennedy, 
who was Minister of Agriculture 
for Ontario during the years when 
most of the provinces’ marketing 
controls were made law, and who 
had an uneanny knack of knowing 
what the farmers were thinking, 
had second thoughts about the 
marketing legislation after he re- 
tired from aotive politics and had 
time for serious thinking on the 
matter, In his recently published 
book he gays: 

‘IT think we've gone too far in 
agriculture controls. Instead of 
helping the farmer to compete we 
are regulating him to death. Mar- 
keting regulations are supposed to 
increase prices through quality. But 
instead of raising quality they tend 
to lower it. . . I believe marketing 
schemes should foster good-will in 
our agricultural world, along with 
better quality and higher prices. 
But marketing that leads to reg- 
imental and red-tape bureaucracy 
will always be resisted by our farm 
comnvnity”. 

Sir Richard Cartwright once 
wrote that, in a country like Cana- 
da, a minister of the Crown, res- 
ponsible for the enactment of im- 
portant legislation should be able 
to take long rests in some quiet 
place where he could think things 
through before committing the 
country to ill-considered and harm- 
ful legislation,
